GENEVA (AP)—Sources close 
to the International Red Cross 
Committee (CICR) Thursday 
welcomed a suggestion that the 
repatriation of Koreans from 
Japan to North Korea should 
be organized by a special five 
nation commission comprising 
India, Sweden, Switzerland, Po- 
land and Czechoslovakia. 


Committee officials said 
privately the proposal seemed 
to be the only conceivable way 
of obtaining North Korean ap 
proval for the screening of Ko- 
reans wishing to leave Japan. 


The officials recalled that the 
North Korean and Chinese Com- 
munists accepted a screening by 
these five countries of prisoners 
of war taken by United Nations 
forces during the Korean war. 

The su tion reportedly 
originated in Tokyo after Com- 
mittee President Leopold Bois- 
sier told Japan Red Cross Vice 
President Yoshisuke Kasai that 
the committee could take no 
part in the repatriation in the 
face of North Korean opposi- 
tion. 


Committee officials said the 
establishment of a five-nation 
screening commission would not 
in any way damage the 
authority of the CICR. 


Japanese and committee offi- 
cials declined to discuss the 
new project with newsmen. 
“The discussions are in a very 
delicate stage at present, and 
no announcement can be made,” 
a committee spokesman said. 


But the committee’s executive 
director, Roger Gallopin, dis- 
cussed the new plan Thursday 
morning with Prof. Amrosius 
von Albertini. president of the 
Swiss National Red Cross. A 
formal session of the Interna- 
tional Committee’s Executive 
Council is to examine it further 
Thursday afternoon under Gal- 
lopin’s chairmanship. 

The plan calls for a screening 

by the Red Cross 
societies of the five nations 
which were members of the 
Neutral Nations triation 
Commission In Korea in 1953 to 
s the repatriation of 
North Korean Chinese 
“people’s volunteer” prisoners. 


A committee spokesman said 
the National Red Cross socie- 
ties were free to act entirely 
independently, and could parti- 
cipate in the proposed screen- 
ing ion without damag- 
ing the authority of the CICR. 


Prof, Von Albertini said the 
Swiss National Red Cross 
would be prepared to collabor- 
ate if to do so by the 
Swiss Foreign Office. 


A Foreign Office spokesman 
in Bern recalled that Switzer- 
land still has a mission serving 
in Korea on the Neutral Na- 
tions Armistice Supervisory 
Commission. This body would 
have no direct connection with 
the proposed screening commis- 
sion, but the numerous Swiss 
who have served in Korea dur- 
ing past six years would pro- 
vide a source of experienced

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
(AP)—Israel charged Wednes- 
day that the United Arao 
Republic had started barring 
her products from the Suez 
Canal. She asked Britain and 
the United States to help get the 
bars lifted and hinted that she 
might seek action from the U.N.

Israeli delegate Abba Eban 
published a letter to the council

The total cost is not 
yet known but is expected to 
run to about 1,500 million 
marks ($357 million).

In a Washington dispatch 
under the byline of James Res- 
ton, the Times said:

“According to officials here, 
the United States is prepared to 
give serious consideration to 
any new disposition of forces or 
weapons in Europe, provided 
these do not alter the existing 
balance of power. 

“For example, in the field of 
limiting armaments, the view 
here is that these might be re- 
duced, but only if the reduction 
is reciprocal, - 
spection, and safe.” 

The Times said the U.S. Ad- 
ministration “is more clear 
about what it will not do about 
Berlin and Germany than about 
what it will do.

British Jobless 
Rolls Decrease 


LONDON (UPI)—Announce- 
ment of the largest monthly 
drop in unemployment in Brit- 
ain in 12 years increased 
chances yesterday for an early 
Parliamentary election. 


Labor Minister lain MacLeod 
reported to the House of Com- 
mons Wednesday night that the 
number of jobless dropped by 
58,000 between February and 
March, the largest decrease rec- 
orded for a single month since 
1947.

Show Rise 
In January 


Japan's unemployed shot up 
to 670,000 in January, an in- 
crease of 140,000 over the pre 
ceding month, the Statistics 
Bureau of the Prime Minister's 
Office announced yesterday. 


Government statisticians said 
the increase was exceptionally 
larger. 


A breakdown by sex showed 
that totally unemployed females 
increased by 30,000, while the 
male jobless went up by 110,000. 

Officiais of the Economic 
Plianning Agency attributed 
January's bleak labor situation 
to the fact that it takes time 
for a recovering business to 
favorably influence the employ- 
ment situation. Accordingly, 
they expected a stagnation or 
even a further deterioration in 
the employment picture for 
some time. 

The Statistics Bureau also an- 
nounced that 40,610,000 persons 
were unemployed during Janu- 
ary. This was 1,910,000 less 
than in December 1958. 

The total decrease included 
1,640,000 who had been employ- 
ed in agriculture and forestry 
and 280,000 in the wholesale 
business and manufacturing. 

The totally unemployed in- 
cluded 370.000 males and 300,- 
000 females. 

Inclusive of the totally unem- 
ployed, there were actually 1, 
500,000 persons seeking jobs in 
January. 

The nation’s labor population 
totaled 41,280,000 in January, or 
1,770,000: more than in the pre- 
ceding month,

_ Ever Growing Stature of Girl Kabuki

TOYOKO HALL: Ichikawa Girl

The Ichikawa Girl Kabuki, a 
troupe of 28 strong, its average 
age hovering at the 19-year level, 
its four leaders 22 years of age. 
its youngest 7, is still pushing 
forward, and has now reached 
a point of maturity both in the 
girls’ physical age and in artis« 
try, that make their charm to 
day an entirely different one 
from that with which they first 
captured the audience fancy 
five or six years ago. 


At that time the eldest were 
only 16 or 17 years of age, and 
the entire troupe seemed to be 
shouldering a = make-believe 
maturity on terribly slender 
shoulders, but. with an amaz- 
ing professional finesse as well 
as an endearingly earnest a‘i- 
herence to the traditions of 
classic Kabuki, 


They were children then; and 
we went to see the amazing 
performance of talented young- 
sters. Since those early days 
both the troupe’s artistry and 
repertory have grown . with 
rapid strides, enough so to 
keep up with the girls’ physi- 
cal growth out of girlh into 
womanhood. 

It is a measure of their matur- 
ity and competence that today, 
in watching them on the stage, 
one hardly stops to consider 
that this is a very special troupe 


made up entirely of young girls 
of nonprofessional background, 
In a way this is proof of their 
outstanding excellence; but on 
the other hand, it also means 
the irretrievable loss of the spe- 
clal charm it once had, . that 
of immature girlishness. 

The program starts out with 
“Kururha-biki,” a typical piece 
of .Kabuki's stylized grandeur, 
which first started the girls on 
their Kabuki career, Several 
girls who are now the leading 
members of the troupe were 
students of the dance who took 
eo in periodic dance recitals. 

hen they studied “Kuruma- 
biki” as a sort of novelty num- 
ber for one of their recitals, 
the next step was a study of 
other Kabuki numbers, not 
necessarily merely the Kabuki 
dances but the classic plays as 
well. The next step was obvi- 
ously the professional stage. 

Dance number “Tsuchi-gumo,” 
patterned after a Noh play and 
telling of Yorimitsu’s conquest 
of an evil spirit in spider form, 


is next on the program, with | 


a leader Misuji in the role 
of the spider, dressed in rich 
Noh-style costumes and —s 
ing out silky threads with which 
to foil Yorimitsu and his men. 

“Sonezaki Shinju” which fo 
lows, together with “Ten-no 
Amijima” on the evening pro 
ram, is one of Chikamatsu’s 
ove-suicide plays. In both cof 
these “shinju” plays Misuji is 
seen as the ineffectual weak- 
ling merchant son, with Masuyo 
as the courtesan in either case 
who chooses to die with her 
lover. 

“Bo-shibari” on the evening 
program is one of Kabuki’s en-

of cooperation and acrobatic 
feat. 

Dance numbers “Meisho Zue” 
and “Oshuku-bai” end the mati- 
nee and evening programs re- 
spectively on an appropriate bit 
of color. 

As ever before, the girls are 
competent and charming, To- 
day they stand at a crucial point 
in determining their future—a 
decision that may well be stak- 
ed on the success or failure of 
the current run at Toyoko Hall. 
It is to be hoped that they will 
find some means of keeping 
their ty alive as well as 
retaining its character of ap- 
pealing uniqueness.

LONDON (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
An article in Thursday's Fi- 
nancial Times described the 
Japanese Government's econom- 
ic policy as cautious and 
claimed that this was not dif- 
ficult to defend. 

This London daily’s reqular 
commentator on banking ard 
finance, Lombard, believed 
that there were no indications 
that Japan's payments position 
was likely to get worse in the 
early future. 

Under the headline “Japan 
Takes the Cautious Line,” the 
Financial Times writer de 
clared: 

“The reluctance of the Japa- 
nese Government to accept the 
argument that the recovery in 
the country’s foreign exchange 
position has gone far enough 
to make it safe to adopt less 
stringent economic policies is 
evidently causing considerabie 
annoyance to Japanese business- 
men—who are just as concern- 
ed about the sluggishness of 
domestic economic activity as 
their opposite numbers’ in 
European countries. 

“But this determination to 
tread cautiously is not difficult 
to defend. 

“For Japan's payments posi- 
tion is still somewhat delicate 
and it is even possible that, in 
her case, an improvement in 
the world economic climate 
would initially have harmful 
effects. 

Foreign Exchange Field 

“In the foreign exchange 
field Japan has been doing very 
well during the past year—her 
performance has, indeed, far ex- 


ceeded official expectations,” 
the Financial Times article 
commented. 


“Evidently, although the Japa- 
nese authorities decided feirly 
early in 1958 that they would 
not need to keep in full opera- 
tion the extremely severe re- 
strictions imposed on spending 
abroad when the reserves were 
threatened with early exhaus- 
tion in the middle of 1957, there 
has been no marked reversal of 
the downswing in spending 
abroad that occurred at that 


“In the second half of last 
year imports came out some 40 
per cent below the level reached 
in the first six months of 1957. 

“On the other hand, exports 
have been fairly well main- 
tained. 

“There are no indications that 
the country’s payments position 
is likely to take a turn for the 
worse in the early future. 

“Japan's payments fortunes 
have seen some frequent and 
substantial ups and downs since 
the end of the war, demonstrat 
ing that it is going to be po 
sible to avoid making 
major adjustments in import 
controls only if the foreign cur- 
rency stock is raised to a fair- 
ly high level. 

“So naturally the recovery in 
reserves is giving the Japanese 
authorities much satisfaction. 
But it is also having results that 
they must be finding less wel- 
come,” the Financial Times 
commentator wrote. 

“To begin with, the fact that, 
just when the gold and foreign 
currency stock was growing so 
fast, they have decided to raise 
$60 million of money abroad to 
cover the foreign exchange cost 
of hydroelectric development 
has been much criticized. 

“This is on the grounds that 
it is wrong to saddle the coun- 
try with additional debt service 
obligations in order to get 
money that. could have easily 
been drawn from its own re- 


Yen Convertibility 

“Secondly, it is bringing them 
under increasing pressure from 
traders to move forward quick- 
ly to convertibility of the yen. 

is on the argument that 
Japan is now in a good posi- 
tion to carry out a much-needed 
liberalization of foreign ex- 
change transactions — much 
needed because. with the other

Conference 


The first Asian Round Table Productivity Conference, 
which was opened in Tokyo on Wednesday by Prime Min- 


ister Kishi, will, we hope, prove of permanent economic 
value to those countries represented. : 

A number of the 15 countries sending representatives 
are still in an early stage of economic development accord- 
ing to modern ideas, but all are striving for improvement 
with the object of securing for their peoples a better 
livelihood than can be obtained by dependence almost 
entirely on agriculture and the raising of primary products. 

The idea of bringing together representatives of the 
Asian nations to exchange views on economic subjects, and 
to inform one another as to how their respective coun- 
tries are grappling with problems more or less common 
to all of them, is a good one, and the Japan Productivity 
Center, which sponsored the conference, is to be con- 
gratulated upon the highly instructive meeting which has 


ensued. 


Mr. Kishi, who has firsthand knowledge of the condi- 
tions obtaining in a number of countries as a result of his 
tour through Southeast Asia last year, expressed the hope 
that the conference would help to overcome poverty and 
contribute toward peace in the world. The various speeches 
made at the conference indicated that a great deal of 
courageous effort is needed to overcome rural poverty and 
awaken the peasantry to the need for greater productivity. 
Several speakers revealed that although there had been 
lethargy in the past, a new spirit was now arising which 
showed growing realization of the desirability of both im- 
proved agricultural and pastoral production and the 
establishment of industrial enterprises. 

The holding of the first conference of the sort in Japan 
was felt to be highly appropriate as Japan has been most 
successful in industrializing herself and at the same time 
has made notable advances in agricultural productivity. 
A number of countries, it was revealed, still lack adequate 
productivity’ organizations, but this defect is likely to be 


remedied in the near future. 


Meanwhile, the revelation of 


what Japan has done and still hopes to do is something 
that the delegates will take home with renewed hope for 


their own countries. 


While certain broad principles must govern the move- 
ment to enhanced productivity in the underdeveloped coun- 
tries, each country has its special problems which call for 


careful individual study. 


Ways of getting a livelihood may be divided into three 
classes: first, the primary industries; second, the secondary 
industries; and, third, professional and personal services. 
Economic prosperity, which results from adequate produc- 
tion, can only be assured by a national balance between 


the three. 


Excessive reliance on primary industries, which 


produce commodities directly from their original and 
natural sources, means that the country exercising it can- 
not take its full place in the modern world. That is the 
problem of much of Asia today, and the hope is that, by 
learning what others are doing, backward areas may take 
up new ideas and use them in a fruitful way. 


Tree Loving Nation , 
The Japanese have variously been called a nation of 
dog lovers, music lovers, art lovers, book lovers and other 
assorted titles denoting some ebullient sentiment for the 


good things in life. 


Each of these, of course, may be argued. Any public, 
we believe, may be apt to become bored with these things 
that everyone is supposed to love and to pay only lip 
service to them. Our concern.at present is with trees. 

This is supposed to be a nation of tree lovers, and there 
are plenty of points that might be mustered to prove it. 
For example, where some construction work is under way 
how common it is to see extreme care exercised to protect 
a tree standing in the way rather than simply chop it down. 

Most of our cities present a verdant picture when view- 


ed from an airplane. We have 


trees lining our 


streets, our parks are filled with them and every home- 
maker regards his garden—however tiny—as incomplete 
without at least one tree. We might add, too, that according 
to the record 67 per cent of the country’s total land area 


is wooded. 


And yet Japan is facing a growing crisis in the de- 
pletion of her timber resources. This is because we are 
also a woodloving nation. Despite the ifNcursion of metals 
and plasties in construction and manufacturing industries, 
people still generally prefer wood. And there are so many 
more people than ever before. 

As a national policy, therefore, we must see to it that 
as many trees are planted each year as are felled. Besides 
the conservation aim, there is the need to do more strategic 
planting to prevent our very frequent landslide disasters. 

Currently the annual green feather fund-raising drive 
is on to support reforestation. This is all well and good, 
though we think such work is primarily a matter of gov- 
ernmental responsibility. We want the government to 
prove it loves trees as much as we do.

en, Michiko-san’s unprecedent- 
ed break with ancient tradition 
is the most dramatic illustra- 
tion of a change that has come 
to all of them—the direct result 
of the crushing defeat of Ja- 
pan in the Pacific war, the un- 
settling occupation of the green 
and pleasant islands by U.S. 
troops, and the new constitu- 
tion established by the conquer- 
or, General of the Army Doug- 
las MacArthur, in 1946. Since 
then, strange rents have appear- 
ed in the densely woven fabric 
of Japanese society, -ranging 
from Emperor Hirohito’s public 
disavowal of the “false concep- 
tion” of his own divinity, and 
the sweeping abolition of the 
stiff-necked nobility, to the en- 
tirely novel proposition (in 
famed Article 24 of the consti- 
tution) of equal marital status 
for women. Michiko partook of 
these changes in the protected 
society of one of Japan’s new- 
ly rich families. For millions 
of other Japanese women it has 
been a wrenching experience. 


The Malady of Silliness 

What is vanishing 0 Rpm nce 
is the good old days wh 
en lived by the precepts of the 
17th century Onna-Daigaku 
(Great Learning for Women). 
A sample: “The five worst 
maladies that afflict the female 
mind are indocility, discontent, 
slander, jealousy and silliness. 
The worst of them all, the par- 
ent of the other four, is silli- 
ness.” The duty of a wife was 
simply to produce children— 
sons, not daughters, For 250 
years under the Tokugawa 
Shoguns, Japan's population 
was kept stable largely by fe- 
male infanticide. (At birth, the 
midwife had ready a piece of 
wet paper; if the father approv- 
ed, she would stifle the unwant- 
ed infant.) Of the girls per- 
mitted to live, those who be- 
came prostitutes in order to 
support their parents were 
praised for filial piety. Every 
woman trod the Path of the 
Three Obediences: to her father 
before marriage, to her hus- 


band when she was wed, to her &@ 


son if she became a widow. 
“The Japanese wife needs no 
religion,” ran the saying. “Her 
husband is her sole heaven.” 

The hapless wife had not 
only to keep house, bear chil- 
dren and submit to her mother- 
in-law’s tyranny, but also try 
desperately to hold her husband 
against the competition of “pil- 
low” geishas, concubines and 
casual prostitutes. The tea 
ceremony, the fan, the kimono, 
flower arranging, the obi, the 
intricate hairdo, the beautifully 
mannered deference—all 
came subtle weapons of allure- 
ment. The kimono was cun- 
ningly cut to reveal the nape 
of the neck, a feature that to 
Japanese men seems more ero- 
tic than bosom or thigh. . 

At its best, this training in 
submission and subtlety produc- 
ed the kind of woman who has

Car- 
ried away, a writer in the 
Encyclopaedia Britannica de- 
scribed her: “She is entirely un- 
selfish; exquisitely modest with- 
out being’ anything of a prude; 
abounding in intelligence which 
is never obscured by egotism; 
patient in the hour of suffering; 
strong in time of affliction; a 
faithful wife; a loving mother: a 
good daughter; and capable, 
as history shows, of heroism 
rivaling that of the stronger 


But history also shows that 
Japanese women strongly re- 
sented being turned into mind- 
less dolls who could achieve 
nothing except by yielding 
gracefully, as the bamboo bends 
before the gale. There have been 
few Joan of Arcs or oe 
Pitchers in the annals of Ja 
Even the brilliant Lady 
saki, who wrote the famed Tale 
Genji early in the llth cen- 
tury, felt it necessary to conceal 
her accomplishments. The only 
heroic-sized woman known to 
the Japanese is the legendary 
Empress Jingo, who supposedly 
conquered Korea in A.D. 200— 
but Koreans indignantly assert 
that absence of records proves 
she never existed, Until 1923, 
Japanese law declared that 
“women, chiudren and mental 
defectives shall not be associat- 
ed with political activities.” 


The Quake 

It was no accident that this 
repressive law was modified in 
the year of the great Tokyo 
earthquake. A current Japanese 
joke says it took an earthquake 
to start the emancipation of 
women, and the atom bomb to 
set it going again. The 1923 tem- 
blor destroyed 60 per cent of the 
city, killed 143,000 people and 
ruined many of Tokyo’s upper 
and middle classes. In its after- 
math, the educated daughters of 
these families (education for 
women dates from the Meiji Res- 
toration in the 19th century) 
discarded their kimonos, bobbed 
their hair, donned Western 
dress and became sales clerks, 
elevator operators, bus conduc- 
tors, teachers, journalists, law- 
yers, even company presidents. 
Bluestocking females campaign- 
ed furiously for women’s suf- 
frage and human rights. 


This emancipation lasted 
scarcely ten years. The rising 
militarists, im destroying so 
much else, clamped down on 
women, and reasserted male 
superiority. But once Japan had 
plunged into war with the US. 
it was these same militarists 
who insisted that woman’s place 
was in the factory. Even geisha 
girls were rounded up for muni- 
tions work, and housewives 
organized into “patriotic” as- 
sociations to sew uniforms and 
make bandages. When the war 
ended in humiliating defeat, the 
men were totally discredited, 
and the young women ripe for 
transformation into mambo- 
ru—generally to the distress 
of their mothers, who had al- 
ready forgotten that, as 
“daughters of the earthquake,” 
they too had once been all for 
emancipation ... 


Some Changes Made 


Michiko-san makes an inspir- 
ing example of the ability of a 
Japanese woman to move from 
the ranks of the common peo- 
ple to the dizzying heights of 
the imperial throne. But it is a 
deceptive example. Ever since 
peerage was abolished, 
wealthy industrialist families 
like the Shodas have become the 
new peers of Japan, and their 
daughters are princesses of the 
realm in everything but the 
name. 

For other Japanese women 
the gains have been less spectac- 
ular, but in their limited hori- 
zons, more revolutionary and of 
greater significance. Even in 
the rural districts, where women 
still work 14 hours a day, and 
man is still treated as danna- 
sama (the master), there is 
change. Explains a country- 
woman: “The farm wife is quite 
willing to work just as hard as 
before, but she wants to be 
treated like a human being.” 
Girls are no longer sold to tex- 
tile factories by their parents— 
now the factories try to lure 
them by “guaranteeing a hus- 
band before you are 30.” In 
the richer farm’ areas, many 
households are installing mod- 
ern kitchens, bathroom plumb- 
ing and washing machines that 
are ending centuries of drudg- 
ery. 

Six million women are now 
Wage earners, twice as many as 
in 1948. There are 26 women 
in the national legislature, 360 
women seated in local assem- 
blies, one woman mayor. In 
more than 30,000 clubs and 
PTAs throughout Japan, house- 
wives go in for cooking classes, 
sewing circles, charity drives, 
Wives can also be militant, and 
have often backed their hus- 
bands in strikes by bullying 
shopkeepers into advancing 
credit, badgering government 
officials and forming picket 
lines. The women of Japan are 
fiercely antiwar, antirearma- 
ment, anti-H-bomb. 

In the cities, freedom has gone 
further. The average girl of 
any class is taller and stronger 
than was her mother at the 
same age. She wears earrings, 
permanents her hair and paints 
her nails, smokes, wears a 
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wristwatch, Western dresses, 
nylon stockings and high heels. 
She may live in an apartment 
house that has also radically 
changed Japanese life. Former- 
ly, a wife was chained to her 
home, not only by her duties, 
but by fear of fire if the wood- 


‘and-paper house was left unat- 


tended. Rice cooking used to 
take an hour before serving; 
now the housewife merely fills 
an electric rice cooker (cost $10) 
and turns a switch. 


Luxuriating in her new ability 
to go about by herself, to mov- 
ies or coffee-houses or depart- 
ment stores, the city woman de- 
rides the old system, thinks that 
Michiko Shoda is mad to want 
to live the stiff, formal life of 
the imperial family. ~~ 


Carrying the Male 

But there remains one enorm- 
ous roadblock on the path of 
female emancipation: the Japa- 
nese man. Few husbands will 
take their wives out for an eve- 
ning. Their usual excuse is that 
their employers, for business 
reasons, insist that they attend 
numerous geisha parties, where 
much of the nation’s business 
is still transacted. In the geisha 
houses, the jokes and sake 
arinking have not changed in a 
thousand years. Tipsy politi- 
clans and businessmen play 
such children’s games as “scis- 
sors, paper, rock” or the passing 
of lighted tapers until they go 
out, to determine who must 
drink penalty cups of sake. 
When not being pinched or 
fondied by male guests, the 
modern geisha sings, plays the 
samisen or unexpectedly breaks 
into a rumba, spins a Hula Hoop 
or blows a saxophone. 


Even the men unable to af- 
ford the geisha house often will 
not go home to their wives, but 
stay downtown in all-male sake 
bars, lingering over a _ single 
drink, or in pachinko parlors 
playing pinball machines. “Why 
do they do this?” asks a girl in- 
dignantly. “Because they want 
their wives to think they are 
big shots. They wapt the world 
to believe they are’ out chasing 
women. An — Japanese 
wife is ashamed if her husband 
comes home at 6 or 7 at night. 
The neighbors will then say he 
must be only a humble clerk.” 


' Japanese businessmen are 
slow to hire educated girls for 
aecent >. eeeetins. A girl college 
graduate says bitterly: “Yes, I 
can get a job in business, all 
right: serving tea to the ug 
help.” The Japanese . male 
roving skittish about marry 

the emancipated female. He 
wants an old-fashioned girl just 
like the girl who married dear 
old Dad: thrifty, a good cook 
lain rather than pretty, cheer- 
ul, obedient, and with “just 
enough spunk to make life in- 
teresting.” 


Meeting Man Hard 

Despite the new freedom, the 
Japanese girl has a terrible time 
meeting a man socially; and 
when she does, etiquette forbids) 
her probing his family back- 
ground and prospects. Even 
among the most emancipated 
there is a gradual drift back 
to the miai, or formal meeting 
preparatory to an arranged 
marriage. But there is a big dif- 
ference: instead of parents’ 
having the final say, the young 
men and women have obtained 
a reasonable veto power, and, 
after a miai, will often see 
each other for several months 
before making a decision. Says 
an observer: “A lot of things are 
changing in Japan, but if | were 
asked to predict which institu- 
tion’ will prove more durable, 
the go-between or the geisha, I 
would say the go-between,” 


It was for this reason that the 
imperial family felt compelled, 
in face of the facts, to insist 
that thé marriage of the Crown 
Prince and Michiko-san had 
been arranged. Last week, as 
that marriage drew near, Michi- 
ko Shoda appeared to be ap- 
proaching her nuptial with the 
supreme poise of a young wom- 
an confident of her worth. On 
April 10 Michiko and the Crown 
Prince, alone except for a 
Shinto priest, will be married 
in an “inner sanctuary” of the 
bluemoated Imperial Palace. 
There will be no spectators, no 
witnesses. The priest will wave 
a sacred branch above their 
heads to purify them. The 
Prince and Michiko will 
each take nine tiny sips of sake, 
three sips at a time, exchanging 
cups thrice, in the ceremony 
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“It's such a wonderfal world 
—I could go on like this for- 
ever.” 
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Sir Oscar Morland 
New British Ambassador 


Sir Oscar Morland, the new 
British Ambassador is n0 
stranger to Japan. Before sét- 
ting off on his journey to To- 
kyo he said that he was greatly 
looking forward to renewing 
the many friendships he has 
made In this country from tne 
time that he first arrived in 
Yokohama early in 1927 as a 
young student interpreter of 
the former Japan Consular 
Service. 


His initial stay in Japan was 
more than eight years Yuring 
which time he held appoint 
ments as vice consul and, sub 
sequently, consul in Yokohama 
and Tokyo. His next appoint- 
ment in Japan began at the end 
of 1938 when he returned to 
Tokyo as commercial secretary 
at the embassy. 


After Sir Oscar returned to 
England in 1942, he served in 
the Ministry of Economic War- 
fare, the Foreign Office and 
the Treasury before being ap 
pointed senior political adviser 
to the United Kingdom Liaison 
Mission in Japan early in 1946. 
Returning for a further spell 
of duty in the Foreign Office 
toward the end of 1947, he 
was subsequently seconded to 
the Cabinet Office before being 
appointed British Ambas- 
sador to Indonesia in 1953. 
After three years at Djakarta 
he was reappointed to the 
Foreign Office as Assistant 
Undersecretary superintending 
its Far Eastern and Southeast 
Asia Departments, This was his 
last post before appointment 
to Tokyo. 

Born in March 1904, Sir 
Oscar was educated at Leighton 
Park School and King’s Col- 
lege Cambridge, where he stud- 
ied modern languages, French 
and German. He has maintain- 
ed a keen interest in foreign 
languages all his life and has 
kept up his knowledge of Japa- 
nese. During his many years in 
Japan he traveled widely about 
the country and did a consid 
erable amount of walking and 
climbing which are among his 
favorite recreations. 

Sir Oscar was married in 
Tokyo in 1932 to Miss Alice 
Lindley, daughter of the late 
Rt. Hon. Sir Francis Lindley, 
who was at that time the 
British Ambassador to Japan. 
Sir Oscar and Lady Morland 


* have four sons, two of whom 


were born in this country. One 
son is in the Foreign Service 
and is at present stationed in 
Rangoon, two are serving with 
Her Majesty’s Forces during 
their period of national service, 
and the youngest, who is still 
at school, hopes to spend some 
time in Japan during his school 
holidays. 

Sir Oscar was created a Knight 
Commander of the Order of St. 
Michael and St. George in the 
New Year's honors List of 1959.
